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IDEE  WO  ED 


'The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Eeporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  Unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture,     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Eeporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  I  owe.  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al orgrni zations ,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
State  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data,  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  27  and  29. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  'che 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  MARSHALL  COUNTY 

Marshall  County  was  established  in  1846  from  a  part  of  old  Benton 
County,     It  was  named  for  Chief  Justice  John  Marshall  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court. 

The  first  permanent  white  settlers  in  the  county  were  Joseph  and  Wil- 
liam Davison,  who  took  claims  in  1847  in  what  is  now  LeGrand  Township,  The 
following  year  Joseph  M.  Ferguson,  Josiah  Cooper  and  others,  settled  near 
Timber  creek,  and  a  large  number  of  families  made  homes  in  other  parts  of  the 
county. 

In  1849,  the  county  was  formally  organized  by  the  election  of  its  offi- 
cers end,  in  1851,  the  county-seat  was  located  at  Marietta  where  a  town  was 
laid  out.     In  the  summer  of  1853,  Henry  Anson  and  John  Childs  laid  out  a  town 
on  a  clrim  made  by  Anson  two  years  previous;  it  was  named  Marshall,  after  a 
town  bearing  that  name  in  Michigan,    However,  as  there  was  another  town  in 
Iowa  by  that  name,  the  word  "town11  was  added  and  the  place  became  Mar  shall  town* 
Tor  years,  a  fierce  contest  was  waged  to  remove  the  county-seat  from  Marietta 
to  Mar  shall  town,     In  December,  1859,  the  Supreme  Court  settled  the  contest  in 
favor  of  the  latter  place. 

In  1863,   the  Iowa  and  Nebraska  Railroad  was  built  through  the  county  from 
east  to  west,  passing  through  Marshalltown.  l/ 

Adrian  (Pop)  Anson  (1852-1922) ,   son  of  Henry  Anson,  was  the  first  white 
child  born  in  Marshalltown.    He  became  a  professional  baseball  player  and  was 
one  time  manager  of  the  Chicago  White  Stockings,  now  the  Cubs„ 

The  State  Soldiers'  Home  is  located  in  the  northwestern  part  of  Marshall- 
town*  2/ 

Area 

Marshall  County  is  npproximately  24  miles  square,  embracing  an  area  of 
572  square  miles    3/,  or  366,080  acres.     Of  this  number,  357,113  acres  are  list- 
ed ps  farm  lands.    4/    There  are  18  townships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  thirty- 
first  in  point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Marshall  County  ^re  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  nnd  swamp  and  bottom- 
land soils.     The  drift  soils  cover  19.8  percent  of  the  area  of  the  county  and

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are  divided  into  Carrington  loams — 11.1  percent,  Shelby  loam — 7,0  percent, 
Lin&ley  loam — 1,0  percent,  and  Clyde  silty  clay  loam — 0.7  percent.     The  loess 
soils  cover  67.7  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Tama  silt  loam — 
59,4  percent,  Muscatine  silt  loam— 4,9  percent,  Clinton  silt  loam— 2,9  percent, 
and  Knox  loamy  fine  sand — 0.5  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  2.9  percent  of 
the  area  and  are  divided  into  Waukesha  silt  loam — 1.4  percent,  Buckner  loam — 
1.3    percent,  and  Bremer  silty  clay  loam — 0,2  percent.     The  swamp  and  "bottom- 
land soils  cover  9.6  percent  of  the  surface  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into 
Waukesha  loams — 9,5  percent  and  muck— 0  =  1  percent.  5/ 

Topography 

The  surface  of  Marshall  County  consists  of  three  distinct  divisions,  which 
correspond  rather  closely  with  the  ancient  glacial  drift 

The  first  division;  the  Wisconsin  drift,  is  in  the.  western  part  of  the 
county*     It  consists  of  an  irregular  shaped  area,  "being  about  three  miles  in 
width  at  the  widest  point.     It  is  characterized  by  many  depressions,  sloughs, 
small  knolls  and  hills.     Evidences  of  a  terminal  moraine  also  appear  here. 

The  second  division;  the  Iowan  drift,  covers  an  area  about  50  square  miles 
in  size  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  county.  The  surface,  although  general- 
ly level,  is  "broken  by  small  depressions  and  gentle  elevations. 

The  third  division;  the  oldest  or  Kansas  drift,  includes  more  than  four- 
fifths  of  the  area  of  the  county.     The  upland  in  this  area  is  covered  by  a 
network  of  small  streams,  short  V-shaped  valleys,  and  more  pronounced  hills. 
The  larger  streams  flow  through  "broad  valleys  and  the  uplands  between  are  roll- 
ing in  topography. 

The  larger  portion  of  the  "bottom-land  is  found  along  the  Iowa.  River  and  its 
tributaries.     Terraces  occur  along  the  larger  stream,  but  they  are  compartively 
small  in  extent. 

The  drainage  of  the  county  is  effected  mainly  by  the  Iowa  River  and  its 
tributaries.     About  three  square  miles  in  the  northeastern  part  is  drained  by 
Wolf  Creek  which  runs  into  the  Cedar  River,     The  southwestern  part  is  drained 
by  the  Skunk  River.  6/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  36  years  (1894-1930)  was  48.3  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  54  years  (1876-1930)  in  this  county  was  31,99  inches, 
and  the  growing  season  averaged  160  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of 
April  28  and  October  5,  recorded  over  a  38-year  period,  7/

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Population 

Marshall  County  was  attached  to  both  Benton  and  Jasper  Counties  for 
judicial  and  administrative  purposes  before  it  was  formally  organized  in  1849* 
Hence,  the  early  territorial  census  reports  for  Marshall  County  were  returned 
from  those  counties.     The  first  Federal  count  in  1850  reported  338  inhabitants, 
but  the  growth  was  rapid,  reaching  6,000  in  the  next  ten  years.     The  1930  census 
listed  33,727  residents.     Its  density  is  59  persons  per  square  mile  as  compared 
with  the  State  density  of  44  c

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  of  foreign  born  or  mixed  parent- 
age content  of  Marshall  Coxuity  was  8,111  or  25,8  percent  of  the  total  population. 
Of  this  amount  those  of  German  descent  led  with  2,835,   the  Norwegians  had  1,906, 
the  English  had  659  and  the  Swedes  had  609.     Other  nationalities  had  very  small 
representations.  13/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  13  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county 
— 6  elevators,  2  creameries,  3  livestock  enterprises,  1  petroleum  plant  and  1 
canning  factory. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  1,818  members  of  which  1,356  were  active,  and  3,873 
persons  did  business  with  the  13  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a, 
business  volume  of  $1,143,220  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $135, 
394  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market  farm 
commodities  for  their  members  ">nd  patrons.  14/

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Fruit 

Apples  had  their  "best  year  in  1884  when  63,587  trees  and  46,144  "bushels 
were  listed^  the  1934  report  listed  16.952  trees  and  14,536  bushels.  Peaches 
have  never  "been  of  any  importance*     Plums  had  a  listing  of  17,723  trees  in 
1909  and  2,695  "bushels  in  1934.     These  are  the  years  of  greatest  numbers  and 
greatest  production  respectively,.     The  largest  number  of  cherry  trees  was  re- 
ported in  1909;  there  were  13;796  listed  that  year.     The  cherry  production 
has  varried  from  2?484  bushels  in  1874  to  1,113  bushels  in  1934.     Grapes  had 
a  record  of  56,595  vines  in  1874  and  a  peak  production  of  176,609  pounds  in 
1909.  15/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn 
cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,    A  total  production  is  given  for  each 
farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked,     In  getting  county  totals  of 
production,  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield 
(derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  add- 
ed to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.     This  assumes 
that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually 
husked* 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked0 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked,     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  nnd  ^>ny  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  ncrenge  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  ^nd  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  nil  years  except  1934  -md  1936.

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are.  adjusted  State  farm 
assessors'  figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  23  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures,  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  State  farm  assessors'  figures.
